CURRENT ITEMS 


POPULATION INDEX The School of Public and International Affairs 

of Princeton University and the Population Asso- 
ciation of America present Population Index as a guide to current 
demographic materials for students, research workers, and teachers. 
The new publication will go to the members of the Population Asso- 
ciation free of charge, and to subscribers to Population Literature 
for the terms of their unexpired subscriptions. Others wishing to 
receive it may do so either by joining the Association or by sub- 
scribing directly. The price is $3.00 a year. 





The Index contains two sections, Current Items and Statistics, 
in addition to the bibliography previously carried by Population 
Literature. Current Items is devoted to notes on matters of special 
interest to students of population, such as announcements or reports 
of meetings and comments on new developments. It will not include 
original research contributions. 


The Statistics section includes population and vital statistics 
for a large number of countries. The present issue includes the 
results of the most recent censuses, as well as the last available 
official estimates. The vital rates are shown for the two five-year 
periods 1921-1925 and 1926-1930, and for single years from 1930 on. 
Those for the geographic divisions of the United States are shown 
for each year from 1930 through 1935. Subsequent numbers this year 
will carry only current data; the full tables will be repeated in 
the first number each year. Other tables will be introduced from 
time to time as space permits. 


The frontispiece and the back cover carry graphic presentations 
of population data. The former is devoted to various subjects of 
timely interest, while the latter will show the recent trends of one 
or more vital rates for a selected list of countries. 


The bibliography, which constitutes the major part of the 
Index, differs somewhat from that presented in Population Litera- 
ture. The coverage of peripheral fields is more selective, and the 
annotation of important contributions is more detailed, The number 
of titles has been reduced, and in the future will be reduced still 
more. In order to facilitate ready skimming, the Inglish transla- 
tions of foreign titles are given first, followed by the actual ti- 
tles in parentheses. Unless otherwise noted, the language of the 
title is that in which the article is written. 


The content of the major sections and the order of their pres- 
entation have been changed in an effort to bring related subjects 
closer together. Section I, General, includes broad discussions 
covering several categories. Theory covering a specific subject is 
placed in the relevant section. Section II, Formal Demography, com- 
prises largely official reports which cover several topics. Similar 
material relating to a single topic is classified under that topic. 
Materials relating to internal migration and settlement are carried 
as sub-sections of Section VI, Migration. Section VII, Regional 








Studies, includes studies oriented to the problems of a particular 
region, rather than to any single phase of the population problem. 
Race and Nativity is carried as a sub-section of Section VIII, Char- 
acteristics. 


The editors wish to express their appreciation of the vaiuable 
assistance given them by Mr. D. C. Poole,’ Director of the School of 
Public Affairs; by Mr. Henry S. Shryock, Jr., Miss Martina de Holl, 
and Mr. John Durand of the School's Office of Population Research;

They owe a special debt of gratitude to Dr. Frank 
Lorimer, Secretary of the Population Association, who initiated 
Population Literature and carried it through the first two critical 
years, and whose advice has been eagerly sought and generously given 
in every stage of the preparation of the Index. 


GERMAN VITAL RATES During 1935 the German birth and marriage 
rates turned down again, after spectacular 
rises in 1953 and 1934, The marriage rate was lower in each quarter 
of 1935 than in the corresponding quarter. of 1934. Such a reaction 
was almost inevitable once the back-log of postponed marriages had 
been consumed. The birth rate, on the other hand, reached its peak 
during the first quarter of 1935, and then dropped consistently. The 
rates are shown in the chart of the frontispiece, which is based on 
data from the Revue de l'Institut International de Statistique. 
Data for the Saar are not included prior to the first quarter of 
1935, but their inclusion would not alter the trends appreciably. 


The 1935 experience is interesting in the light of that of the 
past few years. The birth rate, already low, fell rapidly in the 
years prior to 1933. With the coming of the National Socialist 
regime, the marriage and birth rates began rises which exceeded by 
far the slight post-depression increases that occurred in a few 
other Western countries. Partisans of the government hailed the 
increases as further evidence of the spiritual re-birth of the 
German people, 


Warren S. Thompson and P. K. Whelpton, examining the Nazi the- 
sis, concluded that although the rise of the birth rate was due in 
part to the encouragement given to marriage and large families, the 
suppression of induced abortion and the restrictions placed on birth 
control were probably more important. (The Annals of the American 
Academy, Nov., 1936. See Title 383.) Further large increases in 
the birth rate would, they thought, give added weight to the Nazi 
interpretation. Such increases did not occur in the latter part of 
1955. Nevertheless the birth rate was still relatively high at the 
end of the year, The trends in 1936 are awaited with keen interest. 


THE AMERICAN PEOPLE An outstanding symposium of articles on 
Studies in Population current population research in the United 

States, entitled The American People, Stu- 
dies in Population, was published as the November (1936) issue of 
The Annals of the American Academy of Political and Social Science. 
The volume, edited by Dr. Louis I. Dublin, contains thirty-three 
articles by leading demographers. It summarizes existing informa- 
tion and indicates the chief problems awaiting solution. Title 8 of 





































the present issue lists the volume and gives the title numbers under 
which the constituent articles are abstracted. Teachers will find 
the volume a particularly useful reference for their classes. 


PARIS INTERNATIONAL Professor Whelpton, Chairman of the American 
POPULATION CONGRESS National Committee of the International Popu- 

lation Union, sends the following communica- 
tion which will interest members of the Association. 





"The French National Committee, affiliated with the Interna- 
tional Union for the Scientific Investigation of Population Prob- 
lems, is arranging an International Congress on Population in Paris, 
July 28-31, in connection with 1'Exposition Universelle. A prelimi- 
nary announcement indicates that the Congress will consider both the 
Quantitative and qualitative aspects of population problems. Further 
details concerning the program are given in Circular No.2, which may 
be obtained from Dr. A. J. Lotka, Secretary of the American National 
Committee, Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, New York City. 


"The French Committee is planning to maintain the Congress on a 
purely scientific level, in accordance with the spirit of the Inter- 
national Union, and has obtained the patronage of the Union, which 
will hold a General Assembly in connection with the Congress. In 
view of these facts the American National Committee has voted to 
support the Congress, and at a recent meeting the Chairman was in- 
structed to canvass the membership of the Association with a view to 
forming a strong and representative delegation. Any member who is 
planning to be in Europe next summer and can arrange his trip to 
include the Congress, will please write P.K. Whelpton, Oxford, Ohio, 
and mention the topic on which he could prepare a paper. Steps have 
been taken to try to obtain grants which will defray part of the 
expenses of delegates, but none may be forthcoming. 


"Membership in the Congress entails a fee of 50 francs, and 
entitles the member to a copy of the published report, to a gratui- 
tous French visa, and to a reduction of at least 50 per cent on 
railroad fares for himself and members of his family during their 
sojourn in France. It is hoped that arrangements may be made 
whereby American delegates may also receive special rates for ocean 
transportation from the French Line."
